/and at no capital cost to the utility to provide thts transmission

service. We have scattered throughout the southern part of this

state, for example, several small gas ffelds whfch are not befng

utilized. I know personally where there's several .gas wells that

are tapped. It's too small a supply for a utility to be interested;

but in this case what would happen'at the expense of the user, he

would run this through a utility. line and then the Commerce Commission

would hold hearings and decide what price was to 'be charged.by the

utility.
